The Attnurie Board Buckles Right 


Down To Business Early, 


Member* Keep Their Teat Down- 


There Are No Fire-works At All. 


Both branches of the city govern- 


ment met in regular session ou Thurs- 
day evening. The board of mayor and 
aldermen buckled right down to busi- 
ness and did a big grist of it, with little 
friction. 
Outsiders who flocked into 


city hall expecting to see more flrewoiks 
were disappointed. 
There were no 


rockets or pinwheels. 
The aldermen 


kept their feet down. 
They focused 


their attention on the city's business 
like proper city servants, instead of 
devoting the hour to "saasm'" each 
other. The sensation which some had 
looked for in the conncii chamber did 
not develop. 
The investigating com- 


mittee, which was to have touched off 
the fuse, made no report. 


The full aldermanic board was pres 


ent The records of the previous regu 
lar meeting a week ago and of the 
special meeting last Monday evening 
were read and accepted. 


Byron Dame appeared before the 


board in support of a claim presented 
by him against the city, in consequence 
of damages alleged to have been done 
to his houses «*t 77 and 79 Dennett 
street, opposite the city farm, by the 
raising of the grade of the street when 
the electric road tracks were laid there,— 
which, he says', baa caused the sewer 
water to back into the cellars after a 
rain. Mr. Dame wants the city to pay 
him a total of $53.25 for the iuconven 
ience that he and bis tenants, have suf- 
fered on this account. Before the street 
railway was put in, be says, the water 
used to run off across the street freely, 
but now it cannot. 
Mr. Dame told the 


board that one of his tenants had taken 
five thousand pailfuls of dirty aewer 
water out of his cellar. He claims that 
the present sewer is far too* small to 
properly care for the drainage water 
and that a thirty-eight inch pipe ought 
to be put in. 


"You've no idea," he added, "what a 


large amount of water forms on the 
shed there by the city farm and runs 
down." 


In the course of hie statement, Mr. 


Dame alluded to a culvert on his prem- 
ises. "Did the city put it in?" queried 
Aid. Phinney. 


"I believe BO," replied Mr. Dame. 


"Do yon like to have it there?" asked 
the alderman. 


"I can't very well help myself," said 


Mr. Dame. 
"I own a lot there." 


returned Aid. Phinney, "and I don't 
like the idea of the city putting in cul- 
vert to carry water through my land." 


Finally, ou motion of Aid. Qarrett 


the claim was referred to the committee 
on claims. 


A petition was received from the 


Portsmouth Gas, Electric I/ght and 
Power company, asking permission to 
dig up certain streets, for the purpose 
of laying new gae mains therein. 


J ndge Samuel W. Emery, the com- 


pany's attorney, appeared and stated 
to the board tbat this was the com- 
mencement ol the many extensive im- 
provements which the company wishes 
to make, and preliminary to the estab- 
lishment of a new plant. 
"You will 


notice," be said, "that these mains are 
to bo put in where new houses are going 
up, so that the residents in the more 
recently settled sections of the city will 
be accommodated by them." He urged 
the bowd to take decisive tctionat nnoe, 
as all the pipes sre already distributed 
and the company wishes to lay then 
immediately. Judge Emery added that 
the pipes aro heavy enough to last 
hundred years and time obviate fre- 
quent digging up of the street*.

Street Commissioner Hett was called 


n and asked if the street had been for- 
mally accepted by the city. He said 
he didn't know. 


Mayor Molntire suggested that it 
ould be sensible to lay the petition on 


the table, pending information on this 
point. 


Ali. Garrett withdrew bis motion, 
nd a motion from Aid. Fhinney to ta- 
ble the petition prevailed. 


On the petition of Charles W. Hum- 


ihreys and others, for the city to accept 
Humphrey's court as a public highway, 
Aid. Phinney mored that the mayor 
appoint a date for a hearing on the 
matter, and this motion was passed. 


A petition from P. J. Flannagan and 


fohn Saadford for an asphalt sidewalk 
n front of their premises on Congress 
street was referred to the committee on 
itreets, to report. 


Here the mayor took occasion to say, 
'From this ont, whenever, any matter 
s referred to a committee, with instrnc- 
ions to report back to the board, I 
ball expect tbat committee to report." 
A petition from Chis. H. Clongh and 


others, to replace the incandescent 
ight that was moved from Parker 
itreet, at the head of Parker place, went 
0 the committee on street lights, to 
report. 


To the committee on streets, to re- 


port, went a petition for a sewer on 
Jnion street and one for two sewers in 
the Creek district. 


Charles H. Hayes' petition for an 


abatement of faxes was referred, upon 
motion of Aid. Phianey, to the city 
solicitor, to report. 


The auditor's report of bills amount- 


ing to $206.38 was approved. 


The committee on sewers reported in 


favor of the petitions for a sewer on 
Rockingham street, extensions on Myr- 
tle avenue, from Elwyn to South, on 
Broad street and Granite State avenua 
and from the Franklin echool to the 
top of she hill. 


There was a motion that it be accept- 


ed. Aid. Pbinney registered a protest. 
He thought it time to find ont how 
many people were stealing ioto these 
sewers, before granting them. "The 
city isn't getting the revenue from them 
that it should," lie said. 


.There was quite a discussion, which 


brought out this statement from City 
Solicitor Emery: "There is an ordi- 
nance which says that a petitioner must 
get permission from the city clerk be 
fore entering a sewer, and thai entrance 
must be done under the supervision of 
the street; commissioner. This is not 
done half the time. We are constantly 
having trouble along this line. It is 
time to enforce the ordinance. Wo 
have a right to disconnect any person 
who steals into a sewer, and I suggest 
that everybody be made to comply with 
the law." 


Aid. Phinney wanted it understood 


tbat he did not object to sewers, bnt he 
wanted no petitions granted unless 
signed by property holders. 


The city solicitor said that all who 


had entered a aewer without permis- 
sion, during the past year, could be cut 
off. 


The report of the committee was fin 


ally accepted. 


A report from the committee on 


streets was submitted, recommending 
crosswalks and asphalt sidewalks at 
various points. 


Among them was a crosswalk at H. 


H. Dnrton'a. Aid. Phioney asked if it 
hadn't already been laid.' Aid. Band, 
chairman of the committee, said it had. 
"Then," said Aid. Phinney, "what's 
the use of leaving these matters to 
committees, to report back to the board? 
1 object to so many crosswalks anyway. 
I move that the crosswalks in this re- 
port be stricken out." 


Oa the yras and nays, called for by

on motion of Aid. Pbinney, he was 
authorized to secure aid. 


Aid. Garrett moved the board meet 


the council to elect a surveyor of lum- 
ber and a weigher, and the two branch 
ea met in joint convention. 


Councilman Pickering oast one vote 


for Bernard Lincbey, as weigher, and 
Aid. Vaughan did the same for W. W. 
Ireland, as surveyor. Then the con 
vention roue. 


In the aldermanic board, a petition 


of Jeremiah J. Lynch for a license to 
buy old junk was declared by the city 
solicitor to be defective, and on motion 
of Aid. Pbinney, the petitioner was 
given leave to withdraw. 


The solicitor said tbat it war his in- 


tention to prosecute all junk dealers 
who do not put in a proper petition for 
a license. "The prosecution will com- 
mence tomorrow morning," he said, 
"without partiality, and they will get 
the full extent of the law." 


On motion o! Aid. Adams, the street 


commissioner was authorized to repair 
the gates at the North mill pond. 


Adjourned for two weeks. 


The meeting of the common council 


was called to order a few minutes after 
eight'o'clock, a bare quorum being 
present. President Mathes announced 
tbat Uity Solicitor Emery was ready to 
deliver his report on the legality of the 
sale of city lot number eighty-three, at 
private sale, without previous advertise' 
ment, and it was voted to listen to his 
report. The city solicitor stated that 
the city government has the right to 
s ell public land at private sale, if it so 
desires, and in accordance with this 
statement, tLe bill authorizing the sale 
of lot number eighty three to Clarence 
H. Paul was passed. 


Two councilmen then asked the city 


solicitor if the board of aldermen has 
a legal right to spend city money for 
any purpose, after the appropriations 
have been exhausted, without consult- 
ing the common council. The oily so- 
licitor did not wish to make an imme- 
diate reply to these questions, but 
promised to submit a report in writing 
at the next meeting. 


Councilman Goodall spoke at length 


in relation to the appropriation of $2500 
tacked onto the appropriation bill, for 
the building of a sewer on Granite State 
avenue* Councilman Goodall consid- 
ered the construction of more sewers in 
that section of the city very unwise, 
until some more adequate means than 
exists at present is provided to carry 
off the contents of the sewers.

SOUTHAMPTON, May 2J —In a confer- 


ence of bis constructors and advisors, 
bold on the Erin this evening, Sir 
Thomas Lipton declared that he was 
determined to go ahead with Shamrock 
II, and left it to them to decide how it 
should best be done. After a long dis- 
cussion it was decided to cable the New 
York Yacht club and ask tbat the date 
for the cup races be put off until the 
first week in October, to allow for the 
necessary repairs to Shamrock II. It 
was also decided to proceed at full 
pressure while awaiting a reply from 
the club. Sir Thomas Lipton has re 
ceived dozens* of cablegrams of sym- 
pathy from the United State* and hun- 
dreds from all parts of Great Britain. 
Thomas W. Lawson sent s cable, ex- 
pressing his deepest regret at the mis- 
hap and congratulating Sir Thomas 
upon the escape of all on board the 
yacht. Mr, Lawson voiced the hope 
that America would not be deprived oi 
seeing kthe Shamrocks this year, but 
said that if proved impossible, he was 
willing to go over with the Indepen- 
dence and race one or both the Sham- 
rocks in British waters. 'Sir Thomas in 
reply cabled his gratitude for such a 
kindly message and his appreciation of 
Mr. Lawson'u offer, but said that he 
was going over to America with the new 
Shamrock this year and would be glad 
;o meet Mr. Lawson's yacht.

"Dreyfus caa«."' Gen. Porter died hon,- 
ored by the nation and by his fellow-citi- 
zens, and orders were promptly issued 
by the secretary of w»r for military hon- 
ors to be paid his memory at his funeral. 
But tor a considerable time he was al- 
most universally believed to be guilty 
of one of the gravest oft'ensea which an 
officer could commit, and was from 1832 
to 1886 under the ban of official disgrace. 
He was accused of disobedience of or- 
ders and of fatal inaction on the first day 
of the second battle of Bui! Run, and 
was cashiered 
and disqualified 
from 


holding any office under the government 
The ban Was removed twenty yeirs 
afterward, but Gen. Porter was not re- 
stored to nis rank in the army until 
1886. Gen. Grant reversed his opinion of 
Porter's action in a full and manly pub- 
lic statement, and this reversal was typ- 
ical of the attitude of military men in 
general.

marked one of the miscarriage of mili- 
tary justice and the perversion of public

DYING, OF STARVATION. 


Story of * Mother •*« Her 


Bafclea. 


New York, May 
23.— Mrs. Mary 


Spera and lier 1 -year-old baby are dy- 
::y of starvation. They are at Bellevuc 
sou to race either the Shamrock II. if 
is t<*o late to save them. A 4-year-old 
daughter they expect to restore to 
health. There vras a fourth child, a 
tiny baby, but it died of starvation. 
This is the family of John Spera, a 
shoveler, whose illness has prevented 
him from 4olng any work for a long 
time. The Speras lived in four rooms 
of a roar tenement on the Bowery. 


They have had no food since Christ- 


mas except what the neighbors, thern- 
telves very poor, had given or what the 
tick father has been able to get by beg- 
ging on the streets. Their plight was 
tailed to the attention of the police by 
the owner of the tenement, who has al- 
lowed them to remain in the rooms, 
though they have paid no rent since the 
?2 deposit they gave him when they 
moved there three months ago. The fa- 
ther would not go to the hospital, say- 
ing he could support himself. 


TROOPS LEAVE PEKING.

Peking, 5Iay 23.—The last of the 


American troops here, with the excep- 
tion of the legation guard, left Peking 
nt 7 o'clock yesterday morning. The 
headquarters staff departed At 10 
o'clock. In spite of the early hoar and 
the long distances they had to march 
all the. bands of the British troops es- 
corted the Ninth United States infantry 
from the Temple of Agriculture to the 
depot, where a Japanese band awaited 
the troops. All the British generals 
and their staffs and all the officers off 
duty were-present.

farewell. Count von Waldersee, Gen- 
eral Yamaguchi, General Gaselee and 
all the other generals and members of 
the legations were among those"pres- 
ent.

Freight Trains Ran 


Altoona, Pa., May 23. — Conductor 


John Early of Pitcairn was killed and 
Fireman L. E. Lingenfelter injured as 
the result of a train running away on 
the mountain west of here. The train 
crew lost control of the engine and 43 
cai-s of coal just after leaving the Gal- 
litsin tunnel, and, starting down the 
eastern slope, the cars shot clown the 
mountain at terrific speed. Two empty 
engines in charge of Engine Drivers 
John Riley and J. F. McXulty of this 
city were stauding at McGarvey, near 
the end of the gratle. These men heard 
tho distress signals and quietly ar- 
ranged to assist in stopping the train 
They ran ahead, but were soon over- 
taken by the runaway. The combined 
efforts of the three engines finally 
brought the train to a standstill.

West Point, X. Y., May 23.—The ca-

CLIMATE AND CROP SERVICE. 


Weekly Report of the TJ. S. Depart- 


ment of Agriculture. 


Following is a statement of the weath- 


er and crop conditions of New England 
compiled trom the reports of corres- 
pondents throughout the section: 


Tbe rainfall of the week has been 


confined to the last three dayp, and was 
heavy in nearly all parts of tbe section 
on the 18th, lO^li and 20,b. The ave 
rage for the werk was 1.75 inches, .73 
of an inch greater than last week. 


Tue great amount of sunshine during 


the week has caused rapid growth of 
vegetation and all crops. Plowing is 
nearly completed, except ou low lane!, 
on which -work will be still further de 
layed by the heavy ruin of the last of 
the week. Low ground continues to 
bo too wet to work, and tuere is general 
compla'nt of tho ground continuing 
cold. Sowing has been nearly com 
pletod, but tha ground remains t o wet 
and cold for planting many crops. Some 
correspondents state tho season to bf- 
abead of the average, and others, that it 
ia backward, but at this time over the 
gieak-r portion of the district it would 
probably average noar normal is most 
respects. 


Nearly all grain has Vefn sown. Oato 


and rye are looking well, and m Con- 
necticut rye is heading. Some corre 


report that no corn has been 


planted, and others that the planting ol 
that grain is completed, but nearly all 
report that tho ground continues too 
wet mid cokl for corn. 


Grass continues to bo in the finest 


condition. It has grown rapidly dur 
ing tbe week, and many correspondents 
report thas a heavy hay crop is assured, 
and some that it will bo cut 10 d>y.- 
earlior than last year.
